The weekend of June 25 and 26 found a 
dedicated, talented, hard-working team of stalwart 
OTVARC members assembling at Hudson-Parcher 
park near Rainier, Oregon. Braving QRM, QRN, 
and the rigors of the Oregon environment (well, it 
did rain a little), stations WF7Q and N7VZF 
(Thanks for the calls, Bob and Bill!) established 
contact with approximately 450 other amateur 
stations. Proceeding directly to the ‘‘bottom line,”’ 
we scored 1542 points, plus or minus a few dupes. 
Broken down by station, we had 282 contacts from 
the phone station, 73 contacts from the CW station 
and 90 from the Novice/Tech station. This doesn’t 
quite equal the scores we’ ve had in the last several 
years, but there’s another ‘‘bottom line’ to think 
about, and that’s the Field Day Fun Quotient. This 
is computed as 50 X (Pounds of food + gallons of 
coffee consumed) + Contacts Made + 100 X 
(number of antennas erected) all divided by the 
number of gallons of water drained from my tent 
after the rain. Relying on the best estimates avail- 
able, our FDFQ 
came in around 
1200. Since any 
FDFQ over 800 is 
considered by the 
authorities as a 
resounding good 


time, we can 
conclude that it was 
a fun Field Day! 
We enjoyed the usual challenges of setting 
up and tuning up antennas. The CW station got 


off easy again by borrowing an R7 vertical, which 
is a piece of cake. (TNX FER ANT TO NOLRH)!). 
The phone station as usual took only moderate 
effort to set up, and a dedicated group of volun- 
teers responded to the task of putting up Novice/ 
Tech antennas. These are always fun. OTVARC 
has a 2-element 10/15 meter beam that mounts on 
a guyed extension ladder which also serves as the 
center support for inverted vee dipoles for 40 and 
80 meters. Every new site we operate in provides 
new challenges in finding the right configuration 


for all this stuff, but our steadfast group arrived at 
a creative solution involving, among other things, a 
picnic bench and several chunks of split firewood. 
It was sturdy enough to be climbed if necessary. 
Great job! 

The Novice/Tech and CW stations enjoyed 
each others’ company in the spacious log cabin at 
the park. The cabin was also Snack Central -- 
considerable quantities of pastries, muffins, cook- 
ies, coffee, tea, etc. were dispensed. For S’Mores, 
though, one had to repair to one of the campsites 
where suitable coals could be 
found. In any case, I almost felt 
like subtitling this article ‘‘why 
Ill never eat another Danish 
again.’’ Since 9 I was running the 
CW station, I was only a few 
feet from all the goodies and 
probably over- did it. Luckily, 
Kathy forced me to eat a few meals of real food to 
balance things out. The calories were quite useful, 
though, in keeping me going most of the night. I 
burn quite a bit of energy at the key when I’m 
competing with all those jocks who do CW con- 
tests all year and think nothing of letting fly with a 
40 WPM exchange. My ears rang for several days 
afterward, but my CW proficiency was definitely 
enhanced in that mere 24 hour stretch. Might even 
jump into a contest one of these days myself! 

Since this was an ‘‘out-of-town’’ Field 
Day, we had great participation from the Travelers. 
These folks will liven up any kind of event, and 
Field Day was no exception.

There are several new happenings here at the PBBS: 


1. I’ve created an OTVARC directory where information can be stored that relates to the club and it’s activities. 
Also any of these files/messages can be distributed to all known OTVARC members (On Packet with a Home BBS) 
automatically (BY the SYSOP) if so desired. If anyone has information that they would like filed or forwarded to 
OTVARC members please send a message to OTVARC @ KB70GD.OR.USA.NOAM. If you would like this 
message distributed please say so in the body of the message. 


2. I’ve also recently installed over 1000 equipment modification files in about 10 directories. In order to retrieve 
any of these files you will need to be familiar with the REQDIR Server and the REQFIL Server, these servers will 
cause automatic responses sent directly back to you at your Home BBS. The other method for retrieving a file is 
direct connect and using the ““D’’ download command. If you would like to use the REQFIL or REQDIR servers, 
send a message to me using the following format: 


SP REQFIL @ KB70GD (The Send Line on Your PBBS) 


REQFIL.HLP (The Title/Subject Line) 

AZ, (The body of the message should be blank) 
SP REQFIL @ KB70GD (The Send Line on Your PBBS) 
REQDIR.HLP (The Title/Subject Line) 

WZ. (The body of the message should be blank) 


These two messages will cause the Help files associated with the two servers to be returned directly to you. 


3. Access to Callsign database. Similar to Ken’s Node (K7IQI:-CEDAR) I also have access to the Sams Callsign 
database. While connected to my PBBS simply type: PC callsign and press return. The address and other callbook 
info will be returned almost immediately. The other option available here, which is not on WORLI PBBS systems, 
is a REQQTH Server. Lets say you have several callsigns (five or six) that you want to look up in the database. 
Rather than sit on the BBS and look up the individual callsigns, send a message to the REQQTH Server. What you 
will recieve back is a message that contains all the callbook data for all the callsigns you requested. To recieve a 
copy of the help file for the REQQTH Server send a message as follows: 

SP REQFIL @ KB70GD (The Send Line on Your PBBS) 

REQQTH.HLP (The Title/Subject Line) 

nz, (The body of the message should be blank) 

This will return the help file associated with the REQQTH Server. 


4. Next meeting: I have made several copies of the MSYS users manual which will be available to anyone who 
wants one at the next OTVARC meeting.

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FIELDSTAR ’94 


The Northwest Astronomy Group’s second 
annual field day and star party combination was a 
successful potpourri of activities. Star gazing, 
camping, astronomy lectures, amateur radio contest- 
ing, kite flying, and an astronomy swap meet were all 
a part of the event. Most of the seventy-five partici- 
pants came from Oregon or Washington, but Mr. and 
Mrs. Steve Stoltz of Belleville, Michigan took time 
out from their square dance convention in Portland to 
drive out for the afternoon. 

Contesters Mike Moore N7RY and Marv De 
Sautel W7RPT arrived Friday afternoon and began 
setting up the field day antennas which included: a 
multi-band trapped vertical (one of the traps seemed 
not to be functioning), a 20 meter quad, a wire dipole 
stretching from a treetop to a power pole, and several 
VHF antennas. The manger which housed the radio 
gear gives new meaning to the term “Ham Shack”. It 
was nestled in the woods and offered protection from 
rain but little else. Coax was strung (one piece was 
eventually eliminated from the connected group when 
the “too thin to have wire going through it” section of 
black insulation was discovered). Equipment was set 
up and tested. The packet station was moved and 
retested by Dustin Moore N7XZV, the group’s young 
packet guru. The 3 alpha Oregon station designation 
was decided upon using the club call of W7NTO. 

The information station was set up and 
manned by Chuck KI7CL and 
Betty N7REX Mickley. Numerous camping tents 
were erected in the clearings near the woods. Before 
evening several telescopes were in place for star 
gazing. Kent Johnston was on hand to offer astro- 
nomical assistance and viewing pointers. Clear skies 
prevailed Friday evening, but unfortunately the clouds 
moved in to prevent viewing on Saturday. 

Saturday started off with a blanket of fog 
obscuring the neigboring pasture and forest beyond. 
The “shack” took on a surreal appearance as it 
seemed two dimensional against the fog. The fog was 
soon replaced by the early morning sun and a scurry 
of activity both to get ready for the start of field day 
and for the astronomy lectures. The latter were held 
in an old military mess tent which had been erected 
weeks before by the group. 

First up was the group’s own Rick Read 
KW7B with a lecture / demonstration of packet radio. 
Sam Kimpton, another NWAG member, was next up 
with a discussion on the anticipated impact of the 
Shoemaker-Levy 9 comet on Jupiter. Sam also 


explained what the group was doing to prepare for the 
impact which is expected to take place over several 
days in late July. Simultaneously with the beginning 
of Sam’s talk, the amateur radio contest began. 

Lunch break was informal with groups eating 
at their camp sites or going into Vernonia about six 
miles away. 

Unfortunately, a change in job locations 
prevented Roy Tucker from joining us in person, but 
he did the next best thing and sent a video recording 
on the 236 inch Russian Telescope Tour which Marc 
Chamberlin WA7PXW presented. A late start and a 
lengthy video presentation began a domino effect 
which threw the speakers off schedule, but everyone 
adjusted to the change. Hershal Snodgrass, from 
Lewis and Clark, was next up with a talk on the Sun’s 
Magneto Dynamics and other interesting topics. The 
exquisite craftsmanship of Dan Peterson was on 
display for the next lecture which was on Building 
Your Own Telescope.
